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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' arguments with respect to claim 1 , 
about the concentration of ozone in the aqueous solution are not persuasive. The prior art of Skrovan teaches a range of ozone that 
encompases the range suggested by the applicant (col.1 , lines 64-67, col.4, lines 29-39, claim 1). With respect to claims 8 and 10, Hosali 
discloses the use of abrasives (col.2, lines 54-59) in the polishing composition. It is within the scope of one who is skilled in the art to 
employ abrasives to vary the selectivity rate of removal of different layers in the planarization process. 
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
